WHAT ts a Tommy Gun? It is 

a quick-liring gun, one type 
of which was invented by an 
American named Thompsen, who 
has Just died, and, used chiefly by 
gangsters and their natural 
enemies the G-men. 


» Then why is there so much talk 
about Tommy guns in England to- 
day? It is due to a revolution in 
the art of war. 

There nre two sorts of war: 
First; big war us tearned by our 
armies on Salisbury Plain’ and 
other open spaces with nice clear 
views; and fought out on suituble 
Rround like Flanders and the 
Central Plain of Europe. 

Second, there is little war, or 
gucrilla, fought in Spanish moun-
